Mattapoisett Mourns Loss of Paul Silveira

The recent unexpected passing of Detective Lt. 
Paul Silveira, an esteemed police officer who joined the 
Mattapoisett Police Department in 1984, greatly saddened 
residents and town workers this week. Friends and family 
recall an unassuming and humorous family man who 
adored the ocean and also served the town as assistant 
harbormaster. 

Detective Lt. Silveira, 60 years old, passed away 
on January 14, 2011, eight days after a brain aneurysm 
struck him during a routine traffic stop. The detective had 
just pulled over a vehicle when he felt swishing sounds 
and the beginnings of an immense headache. Shortly 
thereafter, he was transported to Beth Israel-Deaconess 
Medical Center in Boston for emergency treatment but 
never recovered. The incident occurred while he was on 
duty, and is therefore considered a line of duty injury. Mr. 
Silveira was planning to retire from the department this 
August. 

Mr. Silveira began his career on the Air National 
Guard from 1969 to 1984, working as an Air Security 
Officer stationed at Otis Air Force Base. He joined the 
Mattapoisett Police Department in 1984 as a patrolman 
and worked his way up the ranks to Detective Lieutenant 
by 2004. He was an active member of the Southeastern 
Massachusetts Law Enforcement Council Dive Team, 
serving as a certified boat operator. 

Mattapoisett Police Chief Mary Lyons reflected 
on her friend, whom she met when they both were 
newcomers to the department in the mid-1980s. "We 
worked the midnight shift together, and we were both 
so quiet we probably didn't talk to each other for six 
months," she said. 

But over time, the friendship between two officers 
blossomed. "We were like brother and sister. We were 
very close and really good friends," she said. 

Chief Lyons in particular remembered his 
demeanor. "He treated a 'bad guy' the same as a 93-year- 
old woman. He always spoke to everyone with the 
same temperament," she said. She fondly recalled his 
well-known "fork in the road" speech that he gave to 
youth having problems with the law. She said they 
shared the philosophy that people who commit crimes 
fundamentally need to be helped. "We both were here 
for the right reasons - to help people with problems," she 
said. 

"He was an excellent policeman, but he was very

low key and one of the kindest guys," she added. 

Patrolmen Mitch Suzan and Craig Leblanc were 
saddened by the loss of a man who clearly left a positive 
impact on them. 

"He had a good sense of humor. He was stubborn, 
but faithful," said Patrolman Suzan, his longtime friend 
and colleague. 

Mr. Suzan said that the former detective 
lieutenant had a way of using humor to cope with some 
of their grittier assignments. "Nothing good can be said 
about [responding to a difficult scene], but we used black 
humor to get through it. It was good to let it out," he said. 

Patrolman Leblanc described Detective Lt. Silveira 
as a "mentor" and "partner" who positively shaped his 
life. "I hope to follow in his footsteps. It's not going to be 
the same without him," he said. 

Both patrolmen fondly recalled how Mr. Silveira 
would ''egg people on for fun" and entertained the office 
with his contagious sense of humor. 

"He loved to have a good time and he loved 
to sing, even though he couldn't sing," Ms. Suzan said 
fondly. 

"He's the only guy I know who laughs first at his 
own jokes before you do," Mr. Leblanc added. 

In addition to his police work. Detective Lt. 
Silveira was a family man who adored his wife, Jane, 
two children - Tracy and Paul - and his seven-year old 
grandson Mason. He met his wife as a teenager in the

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Brooklawn Park area of New Bedford. "He lived one 
block away and used to ride his bicycle to my house/' Ms. 
Silveira said. 

Since then, "we basically did everything 
together/' Ms. Silveira added. In their early twenties, they 
took the leap and purchased land on Brandt Island Road 
in Mattapoisett to build a home, where he continued 
to live until his death. "We did all of the sheet rocking 
and shingling," Ms. Silveira said. "We basically built the 
house together. It was a lot of fun." 

The couple also shared a strong passion for the 
ocean, and enjoyed summer trips to Martha's Vineyard 
on their sailboat. "He loved the water, it made him very 
happy. He was a sea person," she said. Detective Silveira 
was remembered for saying, "Sailing gets me away from 
the mad world. The ocean is peace!" Chief Lyons also 
commented that his navigations skills were so superior 
that he did not need a GPS device to direct him. 

For the most part, Ms. Silveira said she 
remembers her husband as a "very committed guy who 
loved his family", who was quiet but could be very 
funny. As she copes with the recent loss, she said, "We're 
touched by the support of family and friends." 

Pedestrian Fatally Struck on Rte 195 in Marion 

On Sunday, January 16 at 6:43 pm, troopers from 
the State Police Barracks in Bourne responded to a single- 
car crash involving a pedestrian on Route 195 eastbound 
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at the 35.6 mile marker in Marion. The pedestrian died as 
a result of the crash. 

Preliminary investigation by Trooper Paul 
Doyle indicates that David Benevides, 71, of Onset was 
operating a 2008 Honda Odyssey when he struck the 
pedestrian, Kourtney Vieira, 18, of Wareham. Witnesses 
state, and the preliminary investigation indicates, that 
the victim had been in the right hand travel lane when 
struck. The victim was transported by Marion EMS to 
Tobey Hospital in Wareham where she was pronounced 
deceased. 

Ms. Vieira had been an occupant in a vehicle 
near the crash scene, which had been reported to be out 
of gas. It is unclear at this time why she was in the travel 
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lane. 

The facts and circumstances of the crash remain 
under investigation by Troop D of the Massachusetts State 
Police with the assistance of the State Police Collision 
Analysis Reconstruction Section and the State Police 
Crime Scene Services Section. Troopers were additionally 
assisted at the scene by the Marion Police and Fire 
Departments. 

Local Author Talks King Philip's War

Describing the King Philip's War as "a lifelong 
interest'', Middleboro author Edward Lodi spoke to a 
crowded room of Sippican Women's Club members on 
January 14 about the events and players of what has been 
called "the forgotten war". 

In 1675, building tensions between the English 
and Wampanoags in Plymouth colony were at an all-time 
high. The English-friendly sachem Massasoit was dead, 
and the second generation of his tribe, now led by his son 
Metacom, were no longer feeling friendly with the new 
settlers. This tension led to bloodshed in Swansea, and 
from 1675-1677, war continued to spread between the 
Native Americans and colonists throughout Plymouth 
Colony and beyond to the rest of the state. 

Mr. Lodi, author of Curious Incidents in King 
Philip's War, discussed the forgotten battle at length, 
revealing a host of local stories that few had ever heard 
before. 

The King Philip's War - so named after Metacom, 
who was known to the English as "Philip" - was, per 
capita, the bloodiest war waged in American history. It 
involved atrocities on both sides, and was not limited to 
soldiers, but included raids on women and children as 
well. According to Mr. Lodi, the conflict was an extremely 
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costly one - the colonists would not economically recover 
from the war for another century. 

Mr. Lodi, author of over 20 research books and 
novels on local topics, focused his Sippican seminar on 
the women of the King Philip's War. Included was the 
story of Mary Rowlandson, an English settler who was 
held captive by the Indians (Wampanoags, Narragansetts 
and Nipmucs) for approximately 12 weeks. After a raid at 
her garrison home, Mary was taken as a slave, separated 
from her family, and managed to survive on bare rations 
until her husband could "redeem" her with funds. Mary 
was returned to her husband at Redemption Rock, located 
in Princeton, MA. 

As a result of her experiences, Mary published 
The Sovereignty and Goodness of God: Being a Narrative of the 
Captivity and Restoration of Mrs. Mary Rowlandson. Besides 
being a female authoress in a society that did not promote 
female literacy, Mary was credited with writing the first 
book classified as a "slave narrative". 

"King Philip's War was about tension building 
up over the years and the Christianization of Indians," 
Mr. Lodi said in an interview before his presentation. "It's 
an endlessly fascinating subject. The more I delve into it, 
the more I realize how ignorant I am." For his book, Mr. 
Lodi conducted a lot of his research at the Mashantucket 
Pequot Museum and Research Center in Connecticut, 
which he described as "an excellent resource for research 
narratives and books". In his ongoing King Philip's 
reference project, he found some of the obscure side 
stories and "twists of fate" as deserving of a book as the 
main subject: hence, the development of Curious Incidents 
in King Philip's War. 

Mr. Lodi and his wife Yolanda publish books 
about histories and novels that take place in "cranberry 
country", which include Middleboro, Rochester, 
Plymouth and the surrounding area. Their most recent 
publication. In the Dark Woods ofWareham by Lynda Ames, 
is a true crime story about the 1885 brutal murder of "the 
eggman" Richard Lawton, an egg peddler who traveled 
from Westport to Wareham for business. 

Incidents in King Philip's War includes a 
comprehensive time line delineating, month-by-month. 
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the events of the King Philip's War from 1675-1678. The 
book chronicles various side stories of the King Philip's 
War and Rochester during the 17th century. Mr. Lodi's 
upcoming projects include a follow-up to his mystery 
novel Murder at Anawan Rock and a reference book on the 
King Philip's War. 

A Baseball League for Everyone

Nothing conjures up visions of spring like a 
sunny afternoon in the outfield waiting to make the 
winning catch or moments in the dugout anticipating 
the next home run. Baseball registration time has arrived 
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again, with plenty of programs new and old available for 
Tri-Town youth. 

One new program arriving just as the Tri-Town 
communities are investigating ways to consolidate 
resources and possibly regionalize schools is the newly 
formed Old Rochester Little League. According to Jamie 
Dwyer, Mattapoisett Youth Baseball (MYB) recently 
merged with Marion Recreation Baseball (MRB) to offer a 
more expansive baseball program for children ages 5 to 12 
from Rochester, Marion and Mattapoisett. 

"Small towns just have a handful of kids in each 
program,'' Mr. Dwyer said. "Tournament time is the kids' 
chance to shine and feel good, but our league wasn't big 
enough to stand alone." Mr. Dwyer fondly recalls his 
childhood in New Bedford, where an ample supply of 
young players provided a rich baseball experience. For 
him, a larger league is better. "With bigger numbers, we 
can get more children in tournaments and offer an overall 
better baseball experience," he said. 

Mr. Dwyer 's initial efforts to increase tournament 
opportunities began when MYB and MRB started 
participating in interleague play several years ago. 
Last year, the leagues took the additional step of fully 
integrating teams, so each team had a mixture of Marion 
and Mattapoisett-based players. At this time, the teams 
participated in travel tournaments, including one at Little 
Fenway, Mr. Dwyer said. 

Expanding on that, Mattapoisett and Marion 
leagues now will become indistinguishable under the Old 
Rochester Little League umbrella. Little League, a national 
program that describes itself as the world's largest 
youth sports program, will allows the Tri-Town players 
to compete against SouthCoast teams in the program's 
District Seven. Mr. Dwyer estimates that approximately 
300 players from the Tri-Town will compete overall. 

"Since we are affiliated with Little League, we 
get the opportunity to get into regional tournaments. 
Potentially we could end up on TV if kids progress 
enough," Mr. Dwyer said. However, he was quick to say 
that baseball is not just about competition and that the 
MYB and MRB boards chose the Little League program 
because it is "more centric around children and the well- 
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being of kids/' He added, "The program has things in 
place to prevent over-exertion and over-coaching. Doctors 
are on staff to put limits on how much kids pitch/' Also, 
the league's connections enabled Old Rochester Little 
League to recruit Red Sox player Brian Rose to lead a six- 
week Saturday clinic during the season. 

Meanwhile, in Rochester, the 33-year old 
Rochester Youth Baseball (RYB) program is available for 
youngsters ages 4-and-a-half to 12. "This program is part 
of the town's DNA," RYB President Hal Rood said, noting 
that its 300 young participants make up half of the town's 
population of school-aged children. 

"We're really proud of our program. People put a 
lot of energy into it. It has a history and people love it for 
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that reason/' Mr. Rood said. 

This year, RYB has many special programs in the 
pipeline, including a regular Sunday clinic with Michael 
Torres, a player of the Brockton Rox. Also, the league 
plans to play against teams from more SouthCoast towns 
to give older players a "travel-team'' experience, he said. 

RYB has not completely ruled out joining the 
Old Rochester Little League in the future, but for now is 
content to maintain status quo. "Our board, for the time, 
has voted not to rush into it, but consider it for the future. 
We would still continue the inter-town play as we did last 
year," Mr. Rood said. He also said that parents feel they 
"don't want change for the sake of change, because they 
love what we have right now". 

Despite RYB's current hesitation to join the Old 
Rochester Little League, Mr. Dwyer said he hopes the 
league changes its mind. "Full efficiencies will not be 
realized until we integrate Rochester's board. . . Hopefully 
they'll see this as something that benefits all kids," he 
said. 

Although RYB and Old Rochester Little League 
may not agree on merging at the present time, Mr. Dwyer 
and Mr. Rood do agree that baseball has a greater purpose 
beyond the game. 

"Our slogan is RYB - reach your best," Mr. Rood said, 
adding: "We're not just about creating great baseball 
players, even though we do that. Our duty is to teach 
lessons about life, teamwork and goal setting." 

"The experiences you go through, the winning, 
the losing, the excitement for preparing, the dedication - 
it's a good life experience," echoed Mr. Dwyer.

Series Examines Foreign Policy Issues

A local group of passionate thinkers are 
challenging themselves to analyze and discuss some of 
the most relevant global issues. Whether it's the topic 
of rebuilding Haiti or examining financial issues in the 
Horn of Africa, or delving into issues of U.S. security and 
strategies of nonproliferation and sanctions, this group 
hopes to spur some dialogue on current foreign policy 
issues. 

For the next several weeks, about 25 people will

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convene at the Mattapoisett Library for a series of eight 
foreign policy discussions, known as Great Decisions 
2011, sponsored by the New York City-based Foreign 
Policy Association. The Mattapoisett group is organized 
by Lois Murray and Ellen Flynn and includes people from 
the Tri-Town, Wareham, Dartmouth, Fairhaven and New 
Bedford. 

"This is something that has been going on for 35 
years,'' said Lois Murray, the local coordinator of Great 
Decisions, which brings millions of Americans together 
in communities, classrooms and workplaces throughout 
the United States to discover, discuss and decide their 
opinions on foreign policy issues. 

Each year, the group uses a 120-page paperback 
book with chapters on each topic, including graphs, 
charts, recommended additional reading material, pull- 
out maps and discussion questions to get people talking. 
The material "offers impartial, thought-provoking 
analyses on eight issues of concern to U.S. policymakers 
today and that represent our foreign policy challenges of 
tomorrow," according to the Foreign Policy Association, 
publishers of the book. At the end of the book, a 
questionnaire encourages each participant to fill out their 
opinions about the topics covered. The FPA takes the 
results and compiles them into a summary for publication 
on its website. The Public Broadcasting System (PBS) also 
produces a lecture series each year on the topics in Great 
Decisions, which members can watch to enhance their 
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21 North Street, Mattapoisett 
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knowledge of the topic. Speakers are world experts in 
their respective topics. 

''The focus is on the international, not the United 
States/' said Ms. Murray. "The topics are on things going 
on around the world that have an effect on the United 
States, and our foreign policy on these issues. I'm not an 
international person, per se, but these topics educate you 
about the world and you can discuss them with others 
who also bring good information, opinions and ideas to 
the meetings," Ms. Murray said. 

Occasionally a guest lecturer is brought in, or an 
exchange student from the country being discussed, to 
provide an opportunity to learn about a topic firsthand. 

"I joined the group in 2005," said Ellen Flynn, of

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Mattapoisett. "I was involved in international relations 
since my college days and had the opportunity to 
participate in a mock general assembly at the United 
Nations. Fve been interested in world issues ever since/' 
she said. Ms. Flynn said that she reads the Foreign Policy 
Association's online magazine on a regular basis to keep 
up with U.S. foreign policy. "The FPA puts out the book 
we use, and they have a teacher's edition and CDs and 
DVDs on the various topics covered each year/' she said. 
In 2009, the Great Decisions featured U.S. and Rising 
Powers, Afghanistan / Pakistan, Energy and the Global 
Economy, the Arctic, U.S. and Egypt, Global Food Supply, 
Cuba after Castro and Universal Human Rights. 

"Everyone gets the opportunity to speak and we 
go around the table," said Ms. Flynn. There is a three to 
four minute limit, so that others can have the opportunity 
to speak. Everyone is free to express an opinion or weigh 
in with his or her thoughts. "Sometimes we get off the 
topic... someone will talk about a trip they took to that 
country or whatever, but the person who is the facilitator 
should bring it back to the discussion," said Ms. Flynn. 

At each meeting, the group discusses and decides 
who among them will facilitate or co-lead each topic. 
That person is responsible for leading the group in a 
productive meeting, with a chance for all to express ideas 
or opinions. "I remember before we had the three to four 
minute rule, you could have a couple of people who 
disagreed and it would turn into a debate... but, these

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are tough issues we discuss and you are going to have 
varying points of view, which all have some merit/' Ms. 
Flynn said. 

''Belonging to the group has given me a creative 
sense that I never thought I had/' Ms. Flynn said. In 2008, 
she was so moved by one of the meetings that she wrote 
a poem entitled "The Puppet's Myth". "It was emotional 
for me and it was a great way to get my feelings out," 
she said. "Many people find foreign policy a mystery, but 
those who are interested in it are very passionate about 
it," she said.

MICROCHIPS 

My friend told me that I should have a microchip implanted 
in my cat so I could track him like Lojack enables police to 
recover a car. Is this true? 

Not exactly. A microchip is a rice sized computer chip with 
a number embedded in it that is injected under the skin of a 
cat or dog. A receiver is passed over the pet and the number 
shows up on a window. A phone call to a clearing house will 
reveal the name and address of the cat's owner. So a micro- 
chip is more like an ID tag than a Lojack. 

How can I get a microchip inserted into my dog? 
Your veterinarian can insert a microchip into your dog or 
cat. You then register the microchip number and the process 
is complete. Microchips are an excellent idea for cats that go 
outdoors as cat are almost always losing their collars with 
associated ID tags.

Talent Sparkles at MAC Show

It may have been 26 degrees outside, but it 
was warm and bright inside the Marion Art Center last 
Sunday, January 26, as people gathered to view the fifty 
artworks on exhibit at the annual winter members show. 
Colorful scenes of flowers, a morning sunrise, cranberry 
bogs, cherries, a nude, street scenes and even a Chinese 
parrot hung on the walls of the Cecil Davis Clark Gallery. 
Upstairs, in the Patsy Francis Gallery, spot lighting 
showcased the work hung along the walls, with guests 
walking up close and side to side to view the pieces from 
various vantage points. 

"Our annual members show is always a big 
draw," said Debra Bokelkamp, Executive Director of the 
MAC. "We invite all members to submit two pieces of 
original art, not shown with us before. It has to be under 
1,296 square inches and must be for sale, framed, ready 
to hang and labeled with the artist's name, the title of the 
piece, the medium used and the asking price," she said. 

Artists and their families, friends, neighbors 
and those passing by stopped in for some winter cheer 
and appetizers and a chance to see the work and meet 
the artists. The exhibit consisted of photos, collages, pen 
and ink, pencil sketches, gouache, and paintings crafted 
in oil, acrylic, watercolor and pastel.

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Ms. Bokelkamp said. "Our volunteers, board members 
and exhibition committee worked like gangbusters to 
make this wonderful event happen/' she said. As the 
new Executive Director replacing long-time director 
Wendy Bidstrup, Ms. Bokelkamp has an appreciation 
for the mission and work over the years at MAC. "Our 
mission, or purpose, is to promote the arts and serve the 
community," she said. "Our gallery isn't necessarily to 
sell art, but to exhibit art and to provide a place where 
members of the community can get together to discuss 
the 'outstanding issues of the day', as stated in the MAC's 
non-profit charter. "We are non-profit and we rely entirely 
upon donations, so we are concerned with the bottom 
line, but the intent of the galleries remains the same as the 
founders intended back in 1958, and that is to serve the 
community and promote the arts," she added.

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Proposed Bylaws Concern Residents 

Marion Planning Board 
By Laura Pedulli 

A regular meeting of the Marion Planning Board 
was called to order by Chairman Jay Ryder on Tuesday, 
January 18 at 5:00 pm in the conference room. Also in 
attendance were Vice Chairman Tom Magauran, Jay 
Crowley, Sherman Briggs, John Sweeney and Joseph 
Napoli. Committee member Steve Gonsalves was absent. 

For the first item of business, the board engaged 
in an informal discussion with Bill Washburn, who 
wanted advice on how to proceed with an Approval 
Not Required (ANR) application to subdivide lots on his 
property at 13 Washburn Lane. The board's main issue 
of concern was Washburn Corporation's ownership of 
Washburn Lane, which would pose problems if new 
owners resided on the lots. Mr. Washburn suggested that 
an easement could be put into place to permit access, but 
Mr. Magauran noted that ANRs are not typically allowed 
on easement roads. 

In response, Mr. Washburn cited cases where 
owners were allowed to create lots on easement roads. 'T 
wanted to be treated equal to anyone else,'' he said. 

Chairman Ryder recommended that Mr. 
Washburn more clearly define the roadway, but said 
that the board would approach Town Counsel Jonathan 
Witten for guidance on the matter. 

Approximately seven residents showed up to

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weigh in on the planning board's Neighborhood Overlay 
District (NOD) proposal. The board is planning to submit 
NOD bylaws - which outline new zoning that promotes 
greater density and uses in the central business district - 
for inclusion on the town warrant for the spring annual 
meeting. 

Before the official hearing began, Mr. Ryder 
and Mr. Magauran suggested changes to the bylaws 
that would reduce the size of the NOD by about 30 
percent. Specifically, they wanted to shrink the size of 
the proposed district to encompass areas that are already 
zoned business. The intention, they said, was to spare 
large undeveloped areas from the rules intended for 
denser areas along Route 6. 
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"Once we reach agreement w^ith the board on 
this, we can run it by counsel and have [tow^n consultant 
engineer] Ken Motta change the map/' Mr Magauran 
said. 

A document available at the meeting show^ed 
how these proposed changes w^ould look as bylaw^s. 
Specifically, charts show^ed the NOD's permitted principal 
uses - w^hich include the addition of mixed-use family 
residences - and dimensional requirements that would 
set the minimum lot size to 15,000 square feet, the 
minimum lot frontage to 100 feet. Further, developments 
in NODs could have a zero setback from the rear and side 
and a 10 feet to 18 feet front yard setback. Mr. Magauran 
also floated the idea of requiring new development, or 
development undergoing substantial changes, to be two 
stories high. 

The public hearing was then opened to public 
comment. Throughout the hearing resident John Rockwell 
presented a myriad of concerns. Foremost, he expressed 
confusion with Mr Magauran' s comment earlier in the 
hearing that NOD rules would require property owners 
to go through a Special Permit process. He said that his 
take was that the NOD rules would uniformly apply 
without that hurdle. "You aren't creating an overlay, but a 
new zoning district," he said. 

Overall, Mr Rockwell listed several areas that 
the proposed NOD bylaws fail to address including 
affordability, design and road layouts. He said the 
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consultant who analyzed the bylaws last spring factored 
these concepts into artistic renditions of the town with the 
NOD, so they should appear in the bylaws as well. He 
added that no matter what happens, he felt that the town 
should mandate design requirements that currently are 
available to developers only in an advisory manner. 

Mr. Rockwell spoke at length about his belief 
that the NOD bylaws are unnecessary. He said the 
mechanisms are in place to allow lots to contain multiple 
uses. "In the general business district, you can have a 
single family dwelling, a restaurant and an office on the 
same lot,'' he said. Also, he said the current bylaws are 
flexible if developers wish to reduce a building's setback 
from the street. 
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"What is the problem that needs to be solved? I 
haven't heard an answer/' he said. 

Annie Rockwell also voiced her concerns about 
the potential density allowed under the proposed zoning 
changes. She said the Baywatch Realty 40B project - 
which currently is held up in litigation and pending 
Conservation Commission approval - would already 
bring in enough density with 248 units, and the proposed 
bylaws encouraging more density would compound 
that. "With 63 lots and 8 units allowed per lot. . . you do 
the math/' she said. Further, Ms. Rockwell encouraged 
the board to conduct traffic studies on the impact of 
more people in town. She noted that 2015 Committee 
questionnaire results indicate that people want to keep 
population growth at bay. 

"I don't get where this is coming from. It's a 
terrible idea. It'll pack in the people. You are jamming a 
higher population on a tiny two-lane road," Ms. Rockwell 
said. 

She also discussed the impact on town services, 
but Mr. Magauran responded that Sippican School 
building only operates at 50 percent capacity so could 
handle the additional load. Later during the hearing, 
resident Karen Dourdeville refuted this assertion with 
her own concern that a more crowded school would 
significantly strain the town budget. "It would be huge 
costs to add more children," she said, adding the general 
comment, "You have to consider the worst case scenario

• Appointed Wareham resident Myles Heselton 
to the EMS department as a Basic EMT. Jeff Habicht, 
Marion EMS director, said that Mr Heselton worked for 
the Marion Fire Department and would be a ''positive 
addition'' to the EMS department. Mr Heselton will be 
paid for on-call work. 

In his town administrator's report, Mr Dawson 
said that the last scheduled Tri-Town Board of Selectmen 
meeting was canceled due to inclement weather Since 
then, the three town administrators have been trying to 
come up with a replacement date for the meeting. So far, 
they have narrowed down a future date of either January 
26 or February 2 for a make-up meeting. 

In a "Town House Existing Conditions" survey, 
Mr Dawson said that the New Bedford-based Durland 
and Van Voorhis architect firm is in the process of putting 
together an in-depth evaluation of the town house's 
prioritized needs. This extensive report is scheduled 
for discussion at the February 1 meeting of the Board. 
According to Mr Dawson, the report will address the 
"infiltration of water into the basement", an undersized 
catch basin on the perimeter of the town house, and the 
building's inefficient windows. "All the windows need to 
be replaced or restored," said Mr Dawson. "Restoration 
may be a better option," he added, alluding to the 
windows that were successfully restored at the Music 
Hall. 
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Mr. Dawson said that part of the town house 
remediation will address whether the town should fix all 
the problems in one large project or piecemeal the issues 
with a series of projects. 

The Capital Improvement Committee will be 
invited to attend the February 1 Board of Selectmen 
meeting, to give input on the town house survey.

• Received a letter from the Marion Art Center 
requesting permission to use the Bicentennial Park for the 
fifth Arts in the Park event, scheduled to take place on 
Saturday, July 9.

More Students Make the Grade 

ORR District School Committee

A regular meeting of the Old Rochester Regional 
District School Committee was called to order by 
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Chairman Peter Bangs at 6:05 pm on Thurday, January 
13, 2011 in the Superintendent's Conference room. 
Committee members Tom Shire, Nick Decas, Paula 
Meere, James O'Brien, Joseph Scott and Charles Motta 
were present. 

In a brief report. Chairman Bangs said that the 
regionalization subcommittee meeting - during which a 
consultant will detail the financial aspects of full Tri-Town 
school regionalization - is scheduled for January 20 at 
6:00 pm in the conference room. 

Superintendent Doug White then reported that 
staff anti-bullying training is underway, bringing the 
district ''one step closer to being in compliance with the 
new legislative law". In other news, he announced that on 
January 23, from 1:00 to 3:00 pm, the Rochester Memorial 
School (RMS) addition would be open to general tours. 
He added that each "state of the art" room is outfitted 
with ENO Boards and FM systems. Renovations are 
taking place in the school's 1972 wing, which is scheduled 
to be turned over to students and staff in April, he said. 

In the Facilities Director's report, Steve Murphy 
said that the installation of the school's new Direct Digital 
Control system - which will help monitor and control 
energy use - is on track. One controller will be installed 
shortly with live training and testing to follow. Similar 
systems will be installed at Old Hammondtown and 
Center School in the future, he said. Mr. Murphy also 
reported that cleaning over winter break was successful. 



adding that custodial staff at the junior high and high 
schools "is coming up with innovative ways to keep 
things clean." Moreover, the staff is giving the buildings 
an "internal facelift," including new paint jobs, he said. 

At this point, the committee approved the regular 
and executive session minutes for December 8, 2010, 
and executive session minutes for December 7, 2010 and 
December 22, 2010. 

Business Administrator Katie Isernio received 
approval from the committee to transfer $51,953.97, 
including one transfer for a former math teacher changing 
departments to assume a new position as the science 
technology teacher. 

ORR High School Principal Michael Devoll 
then outlined progress on four goals he established in 
the fall of 2011 as part of the District Strategic Plan. He 
explained in detail one goal, a four-tiered intervention 
plan called "Pathways To Success", that aims to curb the 
number of failing grades received by students. This plan, 
he said, attempts to answer the question, "How should 
we respond when students are failing?" in a systematic 
manner and "moves away from old-fashioned thinking". 
He said a team of staff from every department was 
assembled to identify at-risk students, who are assigned 
to different tiers depending on how much intervention 
they require. Overall, he reported success with the new 
program. Compared to last year when 214 students 
received Ds and Fs, this year's number of students with 
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failing grades is 136, a 37 percent decrease. 

Mr. Devoirs second goal entailed cutting down 
on paper usage. He said the program of studies for 2011- 
2012 will be available only in digital format and that 
double-sided copying has become the norm. Also, access 
to printing in school labs will be limited. 

The principal said that the third goal is a staff 
assessment of technology needs, which he said is 
underway, and that the fourth goal of maintaining a 96 
percent attendance rate has been achieved. So far this 
year, attendance has held steady at 96.9 percent. The high 
school is working to increase this number with more calls 
home when students are absent and with the use of a 
truancy officer. 

Mr. White then discussed his efforts to evaluate 
technology needs district- wide. He said a technology 
subcommittee would soon begin to develop a systematic 
plan to ensure that school technology is current. A 
possible leasing model will be examined, as well as an 
appropriate cycle to purchase computers over time. 

Elise Frangos, the district's Director of 
Curriculum, described workshops she is coordinating 
that bring together teachers by grade level to craft 
common assessments for math. The goal is to launch the 
assessments in mid-February, she said, with an overall 
aim to develop a "professional learning community". 
Also, teachers are receiving ENO Board Training from 
RMS teachers Joyce Bourdon and Amy Stupalski 
throughout the spring. 

Committee member Mr. Decas led a short 
discussion about the merits and pitfalls of error logs, 
which allow students to receive credit for missed 
answers on tests by correcting them and demonstrating 
understanding on why they answered incorrectly. He 
said he supports error logs, but feels they can artificially 
boost a grade. "You can receive a B in a class without 
ever receiving a B on the tests," he pointed out. Ms. 
Frangos said that teachers are working to harmonize their 
methodology on how they treat error logs in relation to 
grades. 

Mr. White then brought to the attention to 
committee members a letter from Old Rochester 
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Community Television (ORCTV). In the letter, ORCTV 
said there were contractual issues between the station 
and the Town of Mattapoisett, which did not pay its latest 
quarterly invoice. This dispute may impact how much 
funding the school receives from the station for classes 
and video instruction. Specifically, the school may lose 
funding for its video production and video journalism 
courses, and other funding for students to create and 
edit educational programming aired on ORCTV. "It may 
impact where we are, what we're doing, and how we fund 
those offerings,'' Mr. White said. 

The committee adjourned at 7:33 pm for the 
purpose of collective bargaining.

away with it, but the true nature of the workshops was 
to inform teachers how to handle situations of bullying, 
although that explanation is slightly simplistic.

Payments are due in the Collector's Office on 
February 1, so taxpayers should allow sufficient time for 
mail travel when mailing payments. If paying by personal 
online banking, taxpayers should allow sufficient time 
for the bank to generate a check and mail it to the Town.

The Moderate Parent 

Preschoolers and Technology

"Mommy, could you 
make my ponytail awesome 
today? Not cute or beautiful, 
please. I want an awesome 
ponytail." This is how any given 
day starts for me, at 6:00 am. 
Cheerios, banana, ponytail. She 
multi- tasks, calling friends on 
her imaginary cell phone while checking her e-mail on 
her imaginary computer. 

When I was a kid, I played with an imaginary 
dog. The most high-tech I ever got was a Speak and 
Spell. Social networking was something grown-ups did 
at parties and the Internet was just a blip on the horizon. 

It's a topic of hot dispute among parents - are 
technology toys good? Are they turning young minds to 
mush? There is a booming industry of simple, battery- 
free wooden toys out there, and 
a lot of parents are bucking the 
technology trend. They value 
imaginative play with natural 
materials, so kids can invent 
their own games without having 
an electronic voice dictate their 
entertainment. 

And then there are the 
parents who embrace tech- 
nology-based toys. Leapsters, 
Nintendo DS, even iPads, are on 
birthday lists for a lot of school- 
aged children. These parents see 

no harm in these toys, or they think they are helpful for 
learning computer skills. 

When I was a kid, I wanted a video game system 
more than anything in the world. My mother really 
thought video games were going to liquefy my brains. 
That's not to say that we were a technology-free house- 
hold. We were probably the first household on our street 
to have a personal computer in the 1980s - it was an 
Apple lie, and it was perfect for word processing - but 
she wanted us to play outside and read. 

I can understand the rejection of all things 
technology - after all, it's a little intellectually stifling 
to have an electronic voice barking commands all the 
time. But on the other hand, this generation of children 




is going to grow up needing more computer/technology 
literacy than we ever did. 

My three-year-old daughter has two favorite 
toys - her Leapster hand-held game system and her baby 
doll. The Leapster was a gift and I was skeptical at first. 
I didn't want my kid to be glued to a blue screen, to be- 
come a techno-freak at the age of three. She had the rest 
of her life to be stuck at a computer. But the Leapster 
taught her to write letters and I'm pleased to report that 
she can write her name now. Moreover, she's a happy 
camper in her car seat with the handheld device and that's 
great for long car rides. Another favorite pastime is the 
computer - by the age of three, my daughter has mas- 
tered Internet navigation, can type simple searches and 
enjoys kids' games on PBS.org. 

Her blue baby doll winds up sitting next to her 
everywhere she goes. She still has plenty of unprompted 
imagination play with her low-tech toys, like stuffed 
animals, dolls, and art supplies. 

As the moderate parent, I've tried to find a 

middle ground. My daughter 
has to earn time on the com- 
puter through quiet play. We 
listen to music and draw, trace 
letters, make "meals" with her 
play food. She sits in the middle 
of the living room with a stack 
of Berenstein Books and reads 
them to me, pretending I'm a 
kid and she's a teacher. After 
an hour of quiet play, she earns 
about 20 minutes on the com- 
puter or even - if I'm feeling 
generous - my iTouch. 
I want to encourage her imagination, but I don't 
want to vilify the technological world in which she will 
live. And in all honesty, I'm glued to my iTouch half the 
time. Since children model behavior, so I try to pick up 
a good, old-fashioned book, so she knows that reading is 
fun, too. 

Incidentally, when I was a grown-up - living 
on my own, paying my taxes and a mortgage - 1 finally 
bought that coveted Nintendo system for myself. It was 
fun. But now it's in storage, collecting dust, unlike all 
the books that are constantly making their way to my 
bedside table.

The Green Hornet, Starring Seth Rogen and Jay Chou. 
Directed by Michel Gondry. Running time: 108 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. 

If any humorless fans of The Green Hornet in its past 
incarnations have complained at all that the new movie des- 
ecrates or disrespects the character, I'd rather not hear about 
it. The material, which started as a radio show in 1936, has 
always been goofy kids' stuff. And after about a decade of grim, 
scowling superheroes in movies, we could use some goofiness. 
When I heard that The Green Hornet was being adapted by 
Seth Rogen (star and co-writer) and Michel Gondry (director, 
responsible for any number of whimsical art flicks), I figured 
it would be a big, amiable plaything. What I didn't predict was 
that so many critics would dump on the party. Is everyone sick 
of superhero movies? This one's more of a Seth Rogen take on 
superhero movies, so maybe everyone's sick of Seth Rogen. 

Anyway, the movie isn't just Seth Rogen bumbling 
through attempted superheroics; it's considerably quirkier than 
that, starting with Christoph Waltz as a crime lord who cares 
a little too much about his image — he worries that he's not 
scary enough. Actually, the bad guy's preoccupation mirrors 
that of Britt Reid (Rogen), who inherits his dad's newspaper 
and promptly uses it to pump up his own image as the crime- 
fighting Green Hornet, though the image he wants to project is 
that of a mysterious criminal. Britt is more or less incompetent, 
always rescued by his "sidekick" Kato (Jay Chou), yet insists 
that he's the hero. Well, his inherited money does bankroll the 
enterprise. He's the hero in the same way that Dino DeLauren- 
tiis "made" Blue Velvet. 

With false images pinwheeling around inside a spoof 
of false images (i.e., the superhero genre). The Green Hornet 
emerges fully as a Michel Gondry installation project, with 
scruffball humor added by Rogen and co- writer Evan Goldberg. 
Rogen's usual man-child takes his place alongside Jim Carrey 
in Eternal Sunshine of the Spotless Mind, Jack Black in Be Kind 
Rewind, and so on. (No need for a Be Kind Rewind "sweding" 
of The Green Hornet, which essentially swedes itself; it feels 
like a bunch of people dorking around on the backlot.) The 
spirit of play is high; the movie both thumbs its nose and tips 
its hat at masked heroics, like Frank Miller's equally misunder- 
stood The Spirit. 




The first thing we see is Britt, as a boy, flying a caped 
superhero action figure out the window of his father's limo. Im- 
patient Dad (Tom Wilkinson) soon deposits the toy's head in the 
trash — young Britt has gotten in trouble at school again, trying 
to defend the honor of some girl. (Thankfully, this girl doesn't 
turn out to be the movie's sole female with a speaking part, 
Cameron Diaz, who in any event is viewed in the film as nearly 
asexual.) Britt later, as an "adult," recounts this event sadly to 
Kato, who has suffered far more in his life. Britt doesn't have 
that insight, but that doesn't mean the movie doesn't. By pro- 
jecting the "hero" as an overgrown, semi-obnoxious little boy, 
the film cuts to the quick of most adolescent power fantasies 
(Diaz' secretary with a minor in criminology calls this out, too) 
and critiques such romping rich boys as Iron Man's Tony Stark, 
who is basically Britt Reid with cooler armor (and a similarly 
underappreciated non- white "sidekick"). 

With a $34 million opening- weekend take on 3,500 
screens. The Green Hornet may well be Michel Gondry 's most 
elaborate meta-joke on escapist infantilism. (It's also, at an es- 
timated $125-150 million budget, the biggest joke he'll ever be 
allowed to play.) At the same time, Gondry admires Britt 's ef- 
forts to remake himself and loves Kato's ingenuity (Kato builds 
an infinite number of gadgets, including a high-tech cappuccino 
machine, in addition to being a martial artist). And where else 
are you going to see Christoph Waltz firing a double-barreled 
handgun while insisting on being called Bloodnovsky, or David 
Harbour doing a pitch-perfect Charles Grodin turn as a wea- 
selly district attorney (take that, Harvey Dent), or incriminating 
evidence hidden in a zip drive shaped like a piece of sushi? The 
Green Hornet is ultimately a cult film, teeming with strange- 
ness, to shelve alongside Rogen's other cracked ode to heroism. 
Observe and Report. The 3D doesn't do a whole lot for it, but 
doesn't spoil the fun either.

This is necessary in order to 
assist the school in the release of educational records and 
information, as well as the dismissal of children, to the 
appropriate parent/ adult. 

If you have a child who was born before August 
31, 2006, and is eligible to enter Kindergarten, but will 
not be entering Kindergarten and/ or will be attending 
a private Kindergarten, please call the office at Center 
School at 508-758-2521 to notify us of your decision not to 
entire your child in Center School for the 2011-2012 school 
year. This will enable the school to keep an accurate count 
of the number of students who will be entering Center 
School.
